| maritime power and a territorial neighbor.” 
| A month later Great Britain compelled the ces- 
sion of Wei-hal-wel for “so long a period as Port

Russia ceased to occupy Port Arthur in 1905, 
‘when, as a vanquished foe, she “transferred and 
assigned” the remainder of the term to Japan.

T seems to us that the most consistent thing we 
| could do with the Mullanphy Fund would be 
to help stranded settlers who have gone busted 
in the West and have gotten this far back on 
their way home. While there are almost no more 
immigrants going West whom the fund can help on 
their way, the other kind we have always with us. 
That is, the condition which prompted the Mullanphy 
charity has reversed itself, and the work of the fund 
ought to turn with it. It is not unfair to the memory 
of the generous man who established this fund to re- 
call that except for it possibly not a few people who 
have been unfortunate in the West might have turned 
back at St. Louis and subsequently dono well in some 
place like Connecticut. If that is true, it must there- 
fore follow that the fund, having gotten them into 
their plight, ought to get them out. From observation 
op the streets through some years in St. Louis, we are 
of the opinion that what most of these people need 
is to be helped on to wherever they came from. Usual- 
ly, too, they need this help much worse now than they 
needed the other kind when they got it. If Mullanphy 
was logical—and a man who could leave that much 
money must have known at least the rudiments of 
logic—his ultimate idea was to approximate human 
happiness by proper distribution of the species. If 
that is correct, then it is quite as much within the 
province of his bequest to get back to Rhode Island 
a man who has gone to pieces trying to farm in 
Texas, as it was to get him there when he thought 
he could do better in Texas. There are vo poor im 
migrauts going the other way uow. The railroads 
ride them and feed them as long as they will look at 
land. The poor immigrants now are those whose 
luck in the West is typified by the celebrated para 
phrase on the eastbound prairie schooner:

his staff lived. The train lived -in 
a forest which sheltered it from the 
ill-meaning attentions of enemy air- 
men. Steam was got up, off it went 
and searcely stopped until it reached 
Moghilev, where Russian headquar- 
ters has been ever since. 

The flight of King Ferdinand and 
the Rumanian headquarters staff 
from the village 30 miles north of 
Bucharest, which they occupied un- 
til the Germans, again under Mack- 
ensen, swept over the country, was 
not so easy. Packing up was done 
in a furious hurry at the last. On 
roads near by, on the day that the 
staff bundled itself into the special 
train which had been waiting for 
some days with steam up, I was 
warned that German cavalry patrols 
were about. Next day German cay- 
alry in some force was passing 
through; by that time the staff were 
far away. 

The Rumanian Disaster Over Again. 

I remember being in the railway 
station at Ploeshti, the capital of 
the Rumanian oil region, when the 
headquarters train pulled in. It was 
about 7 o'clock in the evening. 1 
had left headquarters some hours 
before and motoréd to Ploeshti. An- 
other correspondent and I were eat- 
ing half a turkey which we had 
in our forage bag. It was neces- 
sary, we had found, to carry what 
food we could about with us. In 
came the officers from headquar- 
ters hungry and cheerful at the 
prospect of a meal. Their cheerful- 
ness drooped when they found that 
the station restaurant had nothing 
to eat left. The departure had been 
so hurried that no provisions had 
been stowed away in the train, and 
no one had thought of ordering food 
to be ready at any place on the way. 

Now the pitiful scenes which I 
witnessed last autumn in Rumania 
are being repeated in Italy. How has 
it happened? Why has the fortune 
of war ro disastrously altered? It 
seems to me that the cause of the 
Rumanian downfall! and of _ this 
painful‘reverse suffered by our ally, 
Italy, is much the same. It is the 
lack of sufficient co-ordination of 
all allied Aorces, the lack of that 
complete cooperation which alone 
ean bring success in war. 

What Has Allied Council Done? 

I tried to draw attention to this 
weak point in our armor while Ru- 
mania was in agony. I sent home 
dispatches pointing out that to al- 
low the Rumanians to enter the war 
unprepared and to let them follow 
out a plan of their own instead of 
giving them a place in the general 
strategical layout was inviting the 
vulture of misfortune to perch upon 
our standards. I asked what the Al- 
lied Military Council.in Paris had 
been doing. I ask that question 
again now. 

This Allied Military Council was 
set up for the very purpose of pre- 
venting such catastrophes as those 
which have overtaken Rumania and 
Italy. The Germans have always 
had an immense advantage in pos- 
sessing one central single control 
over all the forces at her disposal.

Its needs would be foreseen and at- 
tended to.

Men would be allotted to 
this or that front irrespective of na- 
tionality. That is the German plan, 
and we have had opportunity enough 
in three months and three years to 
see that it works well. It seems to 
me to be essential that the Allies 
should make some attempt to form 
a similar central command to that 
which exists on the other side. 


Germany ‘Treats Allies as Vassal 

3 States. 

The difficulties are great. Ger- 
many treats her Allies as vassal 
states. She imposed her will upon 
them. Austria, Turkey and Bul- 
garia have to do what they are told. 
On our side the Allied powers fight 
as equals. There would be difficul- 
ties, I know, in getting them to agree 
upon a common plan of action 
which should regard the war as one 
war and not as a number of sepa- 
rate compartments. I know that it 
is impossible to appoint a single Gen- 
eral to dispose of the whole Allied 
military force as General Luden- 
dorf disposes of the forces on the 
other side. But I do maintain that 
we ought at once to set about creat- 
ing an Allied general staff upon 
which the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, France and Italy should have 
weighty representation and to which 
might 
send consulting officers. If we do 
not do this, we shall have further 
disasters to deplore like those which 
have happened in Roumania and 
Italy. Belgium and Serbia were 
overwhelmed before we could bring 
our full strength to bear upon the 
enemy. But now we have strength 
enough to go round if we make care- 
ful disposition of it. We ought not 
to allow any of our Allies to be 
caught at a disadvantage as the Ital- 
ians were. 

Of course I know that the defeat 
suffered by the Italian army which 
had to bear the first brunt of Mack- 
ensen’'s hammer-blow through the 
mountains was due in part to the 
terror of the German name. This 
terror prevailed upon the Russian 
front, where FP often came across 
evidences of ft.. It prevailed disas- 
trously among the ROumanian com- 
manders and among the Rouma- 
nian troops also until they had per- 
sonal experience of the Germans as 
fighters and found that they were 
“not what they were cracked up to 
be.”’ 

The Germans have been able t» 
creat a tradition which puts fear 
into any army that has not been up 
against them. There is no such 
fear on the British or French fronts, 
The Rumanians, as I say, soon got 
over it. The reason why they could 
not stand up against the Germana 
was that they were hopelessly out- 
classed in equipment. If they hal 
fought upon anything like equal 
terms, they would have given a very 


good account of themselves. The

We Must Wage but One War. 

We have on our side equally good 
brains, and an output of this neces- 
sary material even greater tHan the 
enemy’s. But we do not use our 
brains to equally good purpose. We 
do not treat our material as belonz- 
ing to the whole of the/allies, irre- 
spective of its origin. 

The most urgent need of the war. 
illustrated by what has happened 
in the Isonzo valley and the Vene- 
tian plain, is that we make a change 
in these respects. We must pool 
our resources. There must be no 
question of what belongs to-this or 
that nation. Everything must be 
sent where it is most urgently need. 
ed. It has long been a naval maxim. 
that “the sea is all one.’”” We must 
never lose sight of the truth that 
the war is all one. 

For a long time we had the dis- 
couraging spectacle of one allied 
army after the other pursuing sec- 
tional instead of general aims. 
France at the outset rushed into Al- 
sace, Rumania attempted to secure 
Transylvania, when strategy demand- 
ed that she should mass her prin- 
cipal force upon the Danube frort. 
The costly capture of Monastir was 
undertaken to. please the Servians. 
For nearly 2 year past now allied 
strategy has conformed more than it 
ever did before to a general plan. 
Now we must go a step farther. We 
must make our dispositions of men 
and materials also conform to a 
general plan. We must have an 
ellied general staff to create such 2 
plan. This staff must decide what 
each ally should contribute, what 
tactics each shall pursuc. We nee 
unity of decision, unity of move 
ment. To secure these is now, in my 
judgment, our most important task.

fore the German attack. 

The operative fraction of the Ital- 
ian army was the center which was 
advencing over the Bainsizza Plateau 
after very great victories seyeral 
weeks ago. The mission of the two 
flanks was to cover the advance of 
the center. Exactly the same mis- 
sion was confined to the armies_of 
Limitrieff and Lechitsky, in Galicia, 
while in 1915 Ivanoff’s army was 
pushing over the Carpathians into 
the Hungarian plains. 


Movement Like That at Dunajec. 


In the Galician campaign the Ger- 
mans concentrated a huge amount 
of artillery and a comparatively small 
force of infantry on the northern 
flank, held by Dimitrioff, broke that 
force recently and came surging 
across the rear of Ivanoff. Beulow’'s 
arm®#, attacking between Temino and 
Piezzo, has accomplished exactly the 
same thing, in exactly the same 
way. It has broken the flank of 
Cadorna’s armies. The result has 
been that the center, while still vic- 
torious, has been compelled to retire 
precipitately, as did Ivanoff, to es- 
cape envelopment. 

The problem was whether Cadorna 
could get his troops back before the 
Beulow could interpose between the 
Italian armies and their bases of 
supplies and munitions. Could Beu- 
low do this, he would have achieved 
an enormous envelopment compara- 
ble with that which destroyed the 
third army at Sedan. Mackensen 
attempted the same thing in Gali- 
cia, and failed. 


Now, at the outset, it is essential! 
to recognize this operation in its 
true perspective. The Germans have 
not collected innumerable malsses of 
men from inexhausttble reserves. 
They have simply taken from the 
Russian front a certain number of 
troops no longer needed there be- 
cause of the Russian collapse. They 
covered this transfer by an oper- 
ation by their fleet calculated to 
throw Petrograd into a panic, and 
thus disguising the weakness of their 
lines. 

They have brought these troops— 
probably less than the number of 
American troops now in France—to 
the Upper Isonzp. They have col- 
lected a considerable mass of heavy 
artillery, and they have attacked the 
fronts which the Italians believed to 
be impregnable, just as the Russians 
believed the Dunajec line unassail- 
able and with heavy artillery and 
gas directed against inferior troops 
with few gung and small ammuni- 
tions, they have achieved one of the 
greatest sucecsses of the war. 

No Grave Danger to Italy. 

As thees lines are written, the mil- 
itary problem has become this: the 
northern flank of the Italian armies 
has been broken and a general re- 
treat and a dislocation of the Italian 
front have resulted. All the con- 


quests on the east bank of the Isonzo 


river have been abandoned, and the 


briefest terms, | the Beulow army, coming down from 


'the upper Isonzo front, is without 
railroad communications and oper- 
ating over a difficult country. Be- 
fore these lines reach the reader, it 
will probably be clear whether the 
Italians can stand at the Tagliamento 
river or not. If they cannot stand 
there they will have lost a great bat- 
tle, they will have lost thousands of 
prisoners and many guns and all the 
fruits of two years: but no grave 
peril will be carried to Italy and the 
captured Italian territory will be of 
relatively minor importance. 

On the other hand, if the Italians 
are unable to stand behind the Tag- 
liamento, as the Austrians were un- 
able to stand behind the same river 
in 1797, during Napoleon's” great 
campaign in Venetia, then there is a 
very grave possibility of the loss by 
the Italians of practice!ly all of the 
Venetian province. Not until the 
Brenta river is reached is there an- 
other line of defense, and a retreat 
to the Brenta will open to the Ger- 
mans the important line that comes 
down from Pontebba, going beyond 
the Italian frontier, and with various 
Austrian trunk lines. The main Aus- 
trian forces will have behind them 
the railroad from Gorizia to Venice, 
while the German forces will have 
behind them the line coming down 
from Pontebba. 

The Second Possibility. 


But a second possibility must be 
recognized here. Going backward 
pnow to the campaign against Ru- 
mania last year, it will be remem- 
bered that the Rumanians endeav- 
ored to make a stand along several 
rivers running north and south from 
the Transylvania Alps.to the Danube, 
comparable with the Taglilamento or 
the Brenta, but they were forced out 
of these lines by the operations of 
Mackensen moving north out of Bul- 
garia through Dobruja. In exactly 
the same way it is possible for the 
Germans and the Austrians to under- 
take to turn the Italian positions be- 
hind the Tagliamento or the Brenta 
by a new thrust coming south out of 
the Trentino, following the great 
Austrian campaign of. 1916, which 
almost reached the Italian plain near 
the Asiago Plateau... 

Any grave threat from this direc- 
tion will unquestionably compel Ca- 
dorna to evacuate al! of Venetia and 
to retire behind the historic lines of 
the Mencio and the Po. Such a re- 
tirement would shorten the Austro- 
Italian front by more than two-thirds 
and would leave only a narrow gap 
between the Po and the end of the 
Trentine Alps as an operative front.

But in any event we are now 
seeing one of the great defeats of 
the war. The Russian defeat at the 
Dunaject carried with it the dislo- 
cation of the whole Russian line, the 
loss of Galicia and the ultimate re- 
tirement from Poland. It carried 
with it also the seeds of the revolu- 
tion which removed Russia from the 
ranks of the“nations fighting Ger- 
many. 

Unquestionably German purpose 
aims at producing so terrific a defeat 
to Northern Italy is to harvest not 
only great military profits, but ever 
more important political advantages. 
In a word, the Germans are seeking 
to put Italy out of the war, as they 
did put Russia out of the war by the 
defeat at the Dunajec. 

Successes depend entirely upon 
the morale of the Italian people. As 
to that we know very little. Condli- 
tions have been bad in Italy for a 
year. There have been domestic dis- 
orders. There are traces of things 
which unpleasantly recall the Rus- 
sian situation. But there are differ- 
ences betwéen the Italian people and 
the Russian people which should ot 
be overlooked. Italy, unlike Russia, 
is a united country. The Italian peo- 
ple were fused by the great sacrifices 
and deeds of the last century and it 
is to be hoped—and perhaps believed 
—that in the presence of a peril 
greater than any Italy has known in 
her national ‘existence the whole Ital- 
ian people will rally as did the 
French after the disasters of August, 
1914. 

If this be the case the real German 
profit will be comprehended in the 
salvation of Austria, for no one can 
mistake the fact that by this victory 
Austria, already at the point of col- 
lapse, will be reanimated, Austrian 
morale will be raised and the immea- 
diate danger of Austrian collapse will 
be removed. Nor it is less certain 
that the effect of this great German 
victory will restore in Germany both 
the determination to continue the 
war and a willingness to bear. fur- 
ther. burdens. Once more, for the 
first time in a year, German armies 
have passed to the offensive success- 
fully and have won.a great victory, 
and this, in the German mind, right- 
ly or wrongly, will counterbalance 
all the long and terrible sacrifices 
the defensive warfare on the western 
front and the long-delayed achieve- 
ment of peace by the submarine. 

Once more [I feel that I should :e- 
mind my readers that the German 
success is not a success of numbefts 
but of materials. The Germans have 
never succeeded greatly against the 
French or British, even in the days 
whe they had a great advantage in 
heavy artillery after the Marne and 
since the French and British began 
to acquire heavy artillery of their 
own they have first been defeated at 
Verdun and then thrust slowly but 
surely back at the somme, the Aisne 
and the Yser.

ITALIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTHERN ITALY, Friday, Nov. 2. 
—From the strategic standpoint, the 
Italian retreat in Northern Italy has 
certain compensations. It has short- 
ened the Italian front from an irreg- 
ular curve of 70 miles to a compact 
_ Straight line. | 

The former front, just abandoned, 
stretched from Plezzo southward to 
the Gulf of Triest; which is 50 miles 
in an air line, and more than 70 
miles including the zigzags over the 
mountains. This was an exception- 
ally long front for either offensive 
or defensive operations, and it was 
continually threatened with incur- 
sions at weak points, such as the 
fatal one, when the present blow was 
delivered at a point where the line 
tapered off to a thin outpost. The 
old line, moreover, had no rivers as 
natural defenses. 

Now, however, the front is greatly 
shortened, with the entire army 
massed and backed by natural de- 
fenses. Thus, strategically, the in- 
vading forces are standing with a 
wide and turbulent mountain stream 
before them on the edge of winter, 
besides confronting an army which 
is rapidly reforming along the new 
line, 


But the strategic issues are not 
confined to those bearing upon the 
situation eastward in Venetia. There 
must also be taken into considera- 
tion the Trentino front, which has 
heretofore been distinct and sepa- 
rate in the war operations. 


. The Venetian front runs perpen- 
dicularly from the Adriatic, whereas 
the Trentino front runs horizontally 
eastward from Lake @#Garda and is 
little more than 30 miles away from 
the north. Camions, going in that 
direction today, heard heavy gunfire 
to the northward, so that attention 
must be turned in two directions— 
eastward to the new Venetian front, 
at the Tagliamento River, and north- 
ward to the Trentino front from 
Lake Garda eastward. 

Reassuring Reports. 

Report today were of a reassuring 
character, showing the Italian rear 
|}guard still holding the enemy east 
of the Tagliamento. This river is 
difficult for the enemy to cross, as 
the rapids are so swift it is impos- 
‘sible to float pontoons: Reports to- 
night were such that the situation as 
a whole appeared more hopeful.

PERFORMANCES ABOUT $6000 


Odeon Virtually Sold Out’ Both 
Nights, Notwithstanding; Argu- 
ment for Opera House 
Renewed. 

The two performances of the Chi- 


| cago Grand Opera Association at the 
'QOdeon Friday and Saturday nights 


resulted in a deficit of about $6000, 
to be defrayed by St. Louis guaran- 
tors, according to a statement made 
last night by Manager Shaw of the 
company. 

The loss was despite the fact that 
the Odeon was virtually sold out on 
both nights. Shaw declared that the 
outcome was an unanswerable argu- 
ment for the building of an opera 
house with a seating capacity of 2000 
or 4000. He estimates that there 
were demands for the cheaper tickets

FINLAND AS TORPEDO HIT 


Americans Picked Up After 
Taking to Lifeboats Arrive 
in Paris. 


PARIS, Nov. 3.—Two score mem- 
bers of the American Field Service, 
who were returning home on the 
American transport Finland after 
completing their enlistments, reached 
Paris today. The Finland was tor- 
pedoed by a German submarine 
Sunday morning about 9:30 o'clock. 

Daniel Prescott of Medford, Mass., 
in the Ambulance Service, was the 
only man who saw the submarine. 
He was on watch duty on the star- 
board bow of the ship at the time. 

“The weather was rather misty,” 
said Prescott, “and I was looking 
over the sea, when I observed what 
appeared to be a periscope a quarter 


of a mile away on the starboard side. 


'T hastened across the deck to report,

coming toward the ship. This was 
followed almost immediately by a 
heavy explosion. The ship listed, the 
whistle was sounded, men poured out 
on the decks and lifeboats were low- 
I got off in one of the boats. 


The sea was rather smooth at the 


time, but while the men in the wa- 
ter were being picked up by the life- 
boats a squall arose, rendering the 
sea very choppy. 

“Some of the men were in the wa- 
ter for half to three-quarters of an 
hour. Many of the crew of the Fin- 
land left the ship, but later returned 
and assisted in bringing her into 
port. The officers of the vessel re- 
mained aboard; they directed the 
work of picking up the survivors and 
later of bringing the ship in. I 
reached pert.on a patrol boat. The 
Finland was docked shortly after 9 
o’clock that night.” 

Joseph Malone, of Rochester, N. 
Y., said he had just finished break- 
fast and was sitting in the saloon 
with six other ambulance men when 
the torpedo hit just forward and be- 
low them. They were thrown from 
their chairs and covered with a 
cloud of coal dust, which poured in 
from the bunkers. All seized -life 
preservers and hastened on deck. 

Malone said he was thrown out of 
a boat as it launched, and remained 
in the water 20 minutes. He saw 
nearly a hundred men struggling in 
the water, but all were provided 
with life preservers. He returned to 
the Finland. 

On the trip to port all the crew 
except those in the ‘engine rooms 
were ordered above decks with life 
preservers, only going below a few 


minutes at noon to get something to 
eat. Wilfred Dillon of Pawt 
R. L, an ambulance man, was in 
the crow’s nest when the torpedo 
struck. With two members of the 
crew he slid down to the deck on a 
cable and all succeeded in reaching 


ithe lifeboats. 


All the members of the ambulance 
service were saved.

Southwestern Representatives to 
Call General Convention in 
Kansas City, Nov. 12.) 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—South- 
western Coal Miners’ representatives 
defied Fuel Administrator Garfield 
here today and refused to agree to 
the insertion in &@ new wage con- 
tract of provisions penalizing strikes 
and lockouts. 

After a secret meeting this morn- 
ing the miners broke off negogia- 
tions with Dr. Garfield and opera- 
tors’ representatives, announcing 
they would call a general convention 
of southwestern miners to meet in 
Kansas City, Nov. 12, to discuss the 
situation. Fuel administration of- 
ficials see possibilities that the situa- 
tion may develop seriously. Sixty 


‘mines now are idle in Kans&s and | 
' miners throughout the four states in- 


volved—Kansas, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas and Missouri—are threatening to 
strike unless they are-given imraedi- 
ate wage increases. 

Contracts to Be Held Up. 

No contracts granting wage in- 
creases will be approved by the gov- 
ernment, Dr. Garfield insists, unless 
penalty clauses are inserted. Fur- 
ther, Dr. Garfield will not apply to 
the southwest the recent 45-cents-a- 
ton raise in coal prices, which was 
designed to absorb.wage increases, 
until the miners come to terms.

The mutinous events in the camp, 
during which negroes’ disobeyed 
conimands of officers and 
the’ ammunition tents, procuring 
rifles and ammunition, fired hun- 
dreds of shots in the camp while 
they believed a mob of Houston 
civilians was about to attack them, 
and their hasty exit from the camp 
toward the city, have been narrated 
in detail during the first three days 
of the trial. 

Missing Negroes Checked Up. 


Among important. matters yet to 
be testified about are the happenings 
in the cjty of Houston, where 22 
lives were lost following the march 
of the negro soldiers on that city. 
No jcivilians yet have testified with 
reférence to any phase of the riot. 

Negro non-commissioned officers 
of the Twenty-fourth Infantry who

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Begin- 
ning tomorrow, and _ continuing 
through the week, there will be a 
nation-wide drive for a fund of $3.,- 
750,000 to be raised by the War 
Camp Community Service.

The story begins shortly before the outbreak of 
the war, when Busiere went with his family to 
Lens, in France, to claim a small inheritance. On 
the day when the Germans, in their frantic rush 
to capture Paris, reached Lens, it happened that 
Lucien was in that city: with his grandparents, 
while his mother and father, with the other chil- 
dren, were visiting relatives several miles south 
of that city. Thus it happened that the boy re- 
mained behind the German lines, while the rest of 
his family, unable to rescue him, took flight for 
Paris, together with hundreds of the neighboring 
families. 

The narrative now divides into two streams, and

HEN a blue-eyed, flaxen-haired boy of 13,. his fea-

cupboard by the Germans, his 
chickens and pigs were con- 
fiscated to the last one, and 
all the horses were seized save 
one decrepit animal. 

The 10-year-old boy tried to 
help earn a few pennies every 
day )y hauling coal and bag- 
gauge with the aid of this Rosi- 
hante anda rickety old wagon. 
Kvery evening he gave his 
grandmother the little sum he 
had made during the day. But 
soon a drunkem German offi- 
Cer cOlulwandeered both horse 
and wagon. When the tiny 
boy attempted to protest. the 
officer knocked him down with his fist. 

Every afternoon all the French people in Lens were 
warned to get off the streets, on penalty of deatn. It 
must not be forgotten that almost since the battle of 
the Marne Lens has been within reach of the allied ar- 
tillery. Vhe walls of the house in which Lucien and his 
grandparents lived were perforated with bullets and shell 
fragments, and at night they slept in the cellar for fear 
of shells. 

The Germans, ufter seizing all the stores in the city, 
refused to allot food to the civil population, and they 
lived almost entirely on rice that was furnished by the 
American Relief Society. The civilians were not per- 
mitted even to cultivate small gardens for their own 
needs, but were compelled to till their own fields and 
vinevards for the benefit of the invaders. 

The boy relates that every week all the boys of the city 
were compelled to appear before the Military Governor, 
who chose as many as he desired over the age of 14 and 
dispatched them to dig trenches under fire behind the 
battle lines. The older and stronger girls were drafted 
for labor in the fields. 

The school which Lucien had been attending was con- 
verted by the Germans into a field hospital, but the 
teachers continued to hold classes in the basement. 
There Lucier attended his classes, with the constant 
roar of the cannon in his ears. Not infrequently bul- 
lets spattered the walls above. One day, he says, four 
ef his schoolmates ventured forth to get some candy. 
They were all killed by a shell. 

On another day, as he sat on the stoop of his grand- 
father’s house, he saw German airplanes soaring over 
the allied trenches shot down by French artillery. 

Thus passed the months until this year, when the 
British offensive began drawing nearer and nearer to 
Lens. Food grew scarcer and scarcer, as the American 
relief had been compelled, throngeh the entrance of the 
United States into the war. to suspend its work in Bel- 
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she had become crazed, as 
many persons did, and jumped 
in the river. 

At last they reached Paris, 
where Busiere was immedi- 
ately drafted into the army 
and sent to the front, without 
training or even medical ex- 
amingtion, so desperate was 
France for men to defend 
herself against the storm of 
Huns that had burst upon 
her. For two months he lived 
and fought in the trenches. Of 
this experience he _ will say 
little, save to remark with a 
shudder: 

“War is awful!”’ 

Then he was wounded se 
severely that he was in a hos- 
pital seven months. Ambas- 

- gador Sharp, learning that he 
was an American citizen, 
finally procured his discharge 
from further military duty.

gium and Northern France. Finally the order was 
given for the civilian population to evacuate the city 
and retire to Belgium. In this throng of homeless 
fugitives tramped little Lucien. After a short stay in 
Belgium he was sent to a detention camp at Schiefbahn, 
Germany. Red Cross influences finally obtained his re- 
lease, and he was sent to France through Switzerland. 
It is probable that the Germans agreed to free him be- 
cause he was too young to work. 

When he reached Amiens he wrote a letter to his par- 
ents at Bevier, which was the first’ word they had 
received from him for three years. The sorrowing fa- 
ther and grief-stricken mother had almost given him up 
for dead. The message read: 

“IT love you forever and hope to see you soon. 

At Havre, steamship authorities refused to-grant him 
passage because there is an immigration regulation 
barring children without guardians. Mr. and Mrs, Alex- 
ander Sedgwick of Stockbridge, Mass., members of the 
Red Cross, offered to act as his guardians. After three 
weeks’ delay they were permitted to sail to Southampton, 
in England. 

There the British authorities placed him under a rig- 
orous examination lasting three days. He was searched 
so thoroughly that.not even his teeth escaped inspection. 
Having passed muster at last, he was permitted to go, 
and the party finally reached an Atlantic port. He says 
be was entertained royally there, being taken on a two 
days’ automobile sight-seeing tour of the city, after 
which a ticket to his home was presented to him. 

It was a touching spectacle when he sprang from the 
train into the arms of his mother, down whose cheeks 
streamed tears of joy, while his brothers and sisters 
crowded about to tug at his sleeves and coat. Busiere 
and his wife also had much to relate to the boy. 

They were at the home of relatives south of Lens, 
when, at 11 o'clock at night, big shells began falling all 
around. They rushed out of the house and ran into the

siere’s little daughter was 
born. But her heart was 
breaking for her missing old- 
est son, and she made many. 
trips almost to the firing line 
in search of him, but in vain. 
For months after Busiere recovered and returned to 
America she remained in France, hoping to hear some 
word of the boy. At last, her hopes almost exhausted, 
she gave up and came to Bevier. It was on Sept. 22 that 
his letter arrived telling of his safe arrival in France, 
the first word the parents had had of him in three years. 

‘Whenever Lens was being bombarded by the French 
or English,” says Lucien, ‘“‘we boys would get into a 
cellar or hide behind big barrels.” 

Evidently the children’s faith in the sufficiency of 
barrels to protect them against bursting shells was 
never shaken, for Lucien speaks in a way making it 
apparent that he still believes he and the other young- 
sters were really safe behind the round, wooden ram- 
parts. 

“At first we had plenty to eat,’’ he continues, “but 
after a while the food began to get worse and worse and 
we got less and less of it. Mostly we ate rice coming 
from the United States, and it made me proud that I 
was an American.” 

It was a Post-Dispatch reporter who took to the 
Busiere family in Bevier the first news of Lucien’s safe 
arrival in the United States. The mother, a radiance 
of joy overspreading her face, wept happily as she ex- 
claimed: “Thank you!” again and again. The little 
brothers and sisters danced and scampered about the 
room, screaming with happiness. Then one of them 
ran to the home of a nearby neighbor, with whom Theo- 
phile Busiere was spending the evening, and told him the 
news. 

He arrived almost breathless with running, but still 
voluble in pouring out his thanks and relief, and with 
energy enough left to dance wildly about the house. 

Thus a family that had been scattered far and wide by 
the war was at last assembled from the opposite sides of 
‘‘No Man's Land,” The family is the center of interest 
among the coal miners of the Bevier neighborhood, many 
of whom are native Frenchmen.

Perhaps no invention of recent 
times has proved to be such a boon 
as the automobile. It became at once 
man’s beast of burden, and a speedy 
one. It has become his principal 
outdoor pleasure and in a sense has 
taken the place of the steam trains 
and interurbans for cross-country 
trips. But on the other hand, hav- 
ing been taken up with alacrity by 
the criminal element, it has provid- 
ed a means for them of plying their 
various trades with considerable 
more sec’ ty than they formerly en- 
joved.

for a considerable outlay of mcney. It is, or was up to 
a short time ago, the easiest thing in the world to steal 
one. It is more difficult now, owing to the locking sys- 
tem with which late model cars are equipped, but even 
this has been overcome in some instances by daring 
thieves who break the lock and start the engine. 

Having acquired an automobile by the expenditure of 
nothing save a little risk, the criminal alters it to make 
identification difficult and is ready to start on his career. 
If he be a highwayman he drives along a dark street 
in the early morning and when a victim approaches 
slides up to the curb and alights, leaving his engine run- 
ning. He has held up his man, relieved him of money 
and jewelry, and is dashing away before the pedestrian 
recovers from his astonishment. He is miles away, or 
»erhaps holding up someone else in another part of town, 
by the time the person who is robbed has communicated 
with the police and the latter have begun their search. 
Instances have been plentiful in St. Louis as well as 
other cities of a half-dozen or more holdups in one night, 
committed by the same man or men, assisted to a quick 
‘“vetaway” by the use of the automobile.

How the modern criminal perverts in- 


genious appliances created for the 
good of mankind—The automobile, 
airplane, gas mask, oxy -acetylene 
torch, dictagraph and even the phy- 
sician’s stethoscope have aided the 
lawbreaker in plying his nefarious 
trade —- Of these the automobile 
comes first, and it has been called 
“more dangerous to the peace and 
safety of the public than any agency 
with which law has had yet to deal”’

twinkling, revolvers would be out, bullets poured into the 
hapless victim’s body, and before anyone in the place 
could so much as move in their direction, the slayers 
would be out on the street, in the machine and driving 
Even had a policeman happened to be

the gunmen would be blocks away. And when the 
police arrived in foree. they would find nothing but a 
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he releases the electric spar. . with a far more satisfying 
result to him than could have been obtained under the 
old gunpowder method. A small! battery from a common 
pocket flash lamp is sufficient for his purpose. 

It was the invention of dynamite which furnished 
the safe blower with his nitroglycerin, one of the most 
powerful explosives known. Dynamite, as. everyone 
knows, contains a certain percentage of nitroglycerin 
When the crook who uses the explosive in his business 
needs a supply of “soup,” all he has to do is to break inte 
a hardware store or a construction shanty and stea\ 
a few sticks of dynamite. After carrying them to his 
hiding place he first removes the paper wrapping from 
the stic’s. Then, with hisghands, he can crumble the 
dynamite sticks until they take on the appearance of 
a mass of greasy sawdust. 

This is placed in some kind .of a receptacle—an old 
tomato can will serve the purpose and often has—and 
over it is poured a quantity of alcohol. Then the mixture 
is allowed to stand for an hour, when water is mixed 
with the aleohol. After this mess has stood for some 
time the result is a thick, yellowish substance at bottom, 
over that a layer of oily substance, and a thinner fluid at 
the top. The two top lavers are carefully poured off, 
and what remains is ‘soup,’ ready to be poured into a 
bottle and carried to any scene of action which the 
cracksman may have in mind for that night. 

In May of this year there was mailed to every rural 
postmaster in the United States whose office was large 
enough to enjoy the dignity of requiring a safe for the 
storing of stamps and money, a circular from the post- 
office inspectors instructing them to place between the 
outer and inner doors of the safes a 
bottle of the strongest ammonia which 
the market affords. The instructions 
were to place the bottle in such a po- 
sition as to insure its breaking in case 
burglars blew open the safe. 

The efficacy of this little trick was 
demonstrated in a striking manner in 
the blowing of the postoffice safe at 
Ferguson, St. Louis County, just a few 
days ago. As per instructions, the 
Postmaster had placed a bottle of am- 
monia in the safe. When the cracks- 
men—there were three of them—blew 
the safe, they started eagerly forward 
to examine the interior. But the fumes 
of ammonia nearly overcame them.

[t was through the use of the automobile that the 
Lewis brothers, Sts Louis’ most notorious ¢riminals of 
recent years, were able to carry on for months their 
business of wire and metal thefts. a dangerous calling 
when one has not the means of quick locomotion. When 
finally they were discovered and trapped and shot down 
the policeman who attempted to arrest them, their auto- 
mobile served them in zood stead in fleeing from the 
scene of the crime and reaching the haven of their home. 
Here, when again detected. and forced to kill another po- 
liceman, their machine served them in transporting 
the body to a lonely spot in the county, where they 
buried it and quickly disappeared. But for the fortu- 
itous circumstance of a young girl finding the body, 
making the trail of the Lewises so hot that escape was 
next to impossible, all might still be at large. As it 
one of them, probably the most desperate of the 
gang, never has been apprehended. 

In refusing a parole to an automobile thief, after hav- 
ing placed himself on record with the State Prison Parole 
Board as being opposed to the parole of any automobile 
thief, Judge Karl Kimmel of the St. Louis Circuit Court 
had this to say: 

“The automobile and its accessories have become the 
favorite prey of the modern thief. It is being used as an 
accessory to the criminal in every manner and form of 
crime today, and when in use by the criminal it is more 
dangerous to the peace and safety of the public than 
any agency with which the law has had yet to deal.” 

The ancient—but hardly honorable-—profession of safe 
blowing is one of those which has ta'en strides to keep 
abreast of the improvements and inventions given to the 
world from time to time. There was a time when safes 
were blown in a very crude manner. The cracksman, 
after boring a hole in the lock, produced from his bag 
of “tools” a funnel of tin, or else he fashioned one out 
of some stiff paper. This he inserted in the hole, and 
then from a bottle or a can he had to pour into the hole 
sufficient of the old-stvle black gunpowder, like our 
grandfathers used in their muzzle-loading rifles, for his 
purpose. Then he had to attach a fuse, light it and wait 
for the explosion. 

But these methods are now wholly obsolete, and no 
self-respecting safe blower would use them. Today, the 
high-class cracksman uses the more powerful explosive— 
nitroglycerin.

emy? If there was a possible solution of the prob- 
lem, it could not be offered by official art, but by 
the rebellious experimentalists for whom modern 
art began with Cezanne and who were waging a 
relentless war against all academic conventions.”’ 

The young English artist has realized the unique 
opportunity offered to the artist who could depict 
these realities of modern machine wartare. In the 
autumn of 1914 he joined the colors and went to 
Flanders as a motor mechanic and ambulance driver 
Later he became attached to the French army. Sub- 
sequently, owing to ill health, he worked as a hos- 
pital orderly in Dunkerque and London. In Janu- 
ary, 1916, he was invalided out of the army. “He 
lived in a futurist atmosphere,” says Mr. Konody, 
“of speed and noise and concentrated energy.’ But 
inany illusions were shattered, as some of the vivid, 
powerful illustrations emphasize. 

“These pictures tell you more about the war, as it 
actually is than any of the photographs and repro- 
ductions of drawings that fill our illustrated jour- 
nals.’””’ This is the praise of those who have seen 
actual fighting, as quoted by Mr. Konody. The artist 
explains his aim in a note to the catalogue of the 
war pictures he exhibited recently at the Leicester 
Galleries in london. He then gave this explana- 
tion of his art, which is characterized by his inter- 
preter as “‘moditied futurism”’ 

“With some exceptions I[ still prefer to give my 
pictures an abstract, dynamic and mental impres- 
sion rather than a concrete, static or optical. But 
it will be seen from the later examples of my paint- 
ing that (though working within a geometrical con- 
vention) [ free myself from all pedantic and aca- 
demic theories of ‘Post’ or ‘Neo,’ as well as from 

the deadening influence of the idola- 
try to ‘Primitives’ and ‘Old Masters.’ 
which has lately caused so niany en- 
f-ebled and emasculated revivals 

“Every artist of living force has al- 
ways been and must be an outgrowth 
and spokesman of his time. It is im- 
possible to express the scientific and 
mechanical spirit of this twentieth 
century war with the languishing or 
obsolete symbolism of medieval and 
classic art. 

‘Already long before the war young 
artists in the Latin countries and 
England were seeking a wider in- 
spiration than in the sic worship 
of the nude and the over-sensual 
broodings of our elders which showed 
themselves in the literature and art 
of the Yellow Book, in ‘advanced 
dramas, and in some of the pre 
Raphaelites. 

“The intensity of the present time 
is producing a vital art in England. 
+ * * For the pressure .of neces- 
sity is already compelling us to take 
up our natural position as pioneers in 
literature, art, science and industry—

“Never before has war been conducted simultaneously 
on land and on sea, in the air and under the ocean.

Never be- 
fore has individual heroism been rendered so puny by 
comparison with the vast results achieved by mechanical 
science and by the mobilization of the destructive forces 
nature Man, of. course, ‘directs the machine, but it 
is the machine that is the decisive factor.

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South America were severed by the ocean 
at the Isthmus of Panama, that South 
America, Australia and the Antarctic con- 
tinent all were joined in one body of land, 
and probably that one could travel on dry 
land from North America to Europe 
across a stretch of what is now the At- 
lantic Ocean. 

Upon this scene now irrupted the gla- 
cial period, when stupendous masses of 
ice, starting in Labrador and Central Can- 
ada, swept south, erasing everything in 
their path. Whether the first glacier 
reached St. Louis is unknown, but the 
second covered the entire site of the mod- 
ern city with ice several feet thick. The 
southernmost boundary to which this in- 
vasion reached has been identified by col- 
leagues of Prof. Macelwane by markings 
in a quarry south of Jefferson Barracks. 
The third glacier pushed across the Mis- 
sissippi and touched the St. Louis site 
at several places, but did not bury it as 
before. None of the succeeding glacial 
visitations appear to have reached this 
far south. 


It was not until approximately 30,000 
years ago that the glacial movement 
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in North America, although he had ap- 
peared somewhat earlier in Europe. 

The first North Americans—for the 
Mound Builders were Indians—entered 
this continent probably by way of Behring 
Strait, before that isthmus was overrun 
by the sea. There is no evidence that any 
indigenous race of man sprang up in this 
hemisphere.
